and British armed merchantman, The Alcantara, a 15,300 ton liner, were sunk. The Grief was sunk 
by (run-fire while the Alcantara was the victim of a torpedo. Five German officers and IB men out of 
a total of 300 were captured. 
The British lost 74 men, five officers and 69 men.

the report says: 


"During the progress 
of this 


examination it developed that the 
mayor was guilty o£ malfeasance 
by not accounting for certain 
fines, over-taxation of costs and 
use of public funds for private 
purposes; of misfeasance by ex- 
ceeding the statutory provisions 
in assessing fines and committing 
to jail for too long a period; and 
non feasance by failure to enforce 
the collection of fines and costs aa 
provided by the state and munici- 
pal laws and the abatement of 
houses of ill fame." 


The report further says in re- 


gard to the operation of houses of 
ill fame: 


"The testimony shows that the 


director of public safety .author- 
ized the keepers of houses of ill 
fame to resume operations, under 
certain restrictions, after they had 
been closed up 
by order of the 


common pleas court. The testi- 


mony further shows that the safe- 
ty director designated a certain 
doctor, who was 
a member of 


council, to make weekly examina- 
tions of the inmates of said houses 
and certify as to their physical 
condition, all of which was done 
in direct violation of the laws of 
Ohio, and the existing ordinances 
of the city. 


"The testimony of 
witnesses 


failed to clearly establish many of 
the charges brought against the 
mayor, but there is sufficient rea- 
son to believe that he is conduct- 
ing the office more in the inter- 
ests of partisan politics than for 
the benefit of the citizens of Iron- 
ton." 


The Morning Irontonian also 


publishes testimony of some wo- 
men of the segregated section in 
relation to charges that there was 
an improper understanding with 
city authorities and that money 
was being paid to certain persons 


for protection and immunity. Qne 
woman testified that another wo- 
man had told her that an official 
wanted her to pay a certain sum 
for protection, but the woman al- 
leged to have made the remark 
vehemently and excitedly denied 
making the statement or that the 
official had made such a request.

If the Church of Christ ii 


in the world by divine au- 
thority, if 
the Church of 


Christ serves a divine purpose 
that no 
other institution 


serves, if 
the 
Church of 


Christ holps to make men bet- 
ter and U the institution thru 
which men are saved In this 
world aad in' th« world to 
come, then every man ii un- 
der the highest obligation to 
support it and attend its serv- 
ices. 


We feel that reason given 


for men attending church 
should answer these funda- 
mental questions—Has 
the 


Church of Christ divine au- 
thority for its existence? 
Does it serve a purpose that 
no other institution serves? 
Is it the institution through 
which men are saved? 


We select from an abun- 


dance of Scripture on these 
points, three prominent pas- 
sages. "Whereof I was made 
a minister * * * * * that I 
should preach 
among the 


Gentiles 
the 
unsearchable 


riches of Christ; and to make 
all men see what is the fel- 


lowship of the mystery, * * * 
to the intent that now unto 
the principalities and powers 
in heavenly places might ba 
made known by the church 
the manifold wisdom of God. 
Eph. 3:7-10. Paul speaking of 
the exaltation of Christ says: 
"And hath put all things un- 
der his feet, and gave him 
to be head over all things to 
the church, which is his body, 
the fulness of him that filleth 
all In all." Eph. 1:22-23. 
Then yon find these words in 
I Tim. 2:1-8: "I exhort there- 
fore that, first of all, suppli- 
cations, prayers, intercessions 


and giving of thanks, be 
made for all men. * * * * For 
this is good and acceptable in 
the sight of God our Saviour, 
who will have all men to be 
saved, and to come unto the 
knowledge of the truth. For 
there is one 
God, and one 


mediator between God and 
men, the man Christ Jesus, 
who gave himself a ransom 
for all, to be testified in due 
time." 


You will find in these pas- 


sages that the Church is or- 
dained of God, and that it is 
the institution thru which 
men ar« to 
receive the 


knowledge of the truth and 
be saved; that Christ is head 
over all things to the church. 
You will also notice that the 
purpose of the service of the 
church is three fold—Instruc- 
tion, Worship and Mutual 
Encouragement, 
to the in- 


tent that all men be saved. 


Now, the reasons why men 


should attend 
church are 


obvious. First it is God's 
will. All that we have and 
are, come from Him, and we 
are under the highest obliga- 
tion to obey His will. 


As the church is the divine- 


ly appointed institution thru 


which He receives the wor- 
ship of His creatures, every 
man should attend divine 
worship. Second, every man 
needs the divine help, there- 
fore he should participate in 
the "supplications, 
prayers, 


intercessions ard the giving 
of thanks made for all men." 
We understand that a man 
may pray and may worship 
in private and he should, but 
many blessings are so public, 
that public worship and pub- 
lic thanksgiving should bo 
indulged in. And if so, then 
every man should attend that 
public worship, for one is un- 


der as much obligation as an- 
other. Then we are inclined 
to think that the less public 
worship you participate in 
the less will be your private 
devotions. 


Every man owes something 


to the community in which 
he lives. Public worship en- 
courages others to live right 
and do right. You should at- 
tend church for the good 
example that you will there- 
by set to the boys and young 
men and others in the com- 
munity. Your presence speaks 
volumes and gives the kind of 


support that is needed most. 


To sum it all up. 
It is 


God's will. It is God's way. 
You owe it to your own best 
interests and the best In- 
terest of society. 
Be a man 


and accept your share of the 
responsibility. 
You would 


not want to be in a com- 
munity without the church 


You would not want your 


children to be reared without 
a knowledge of God. 
Then 


you ought to support the 
church by your presence and 
hi every way that your tal- 
ents and your means will 
permit.
